It is proposed to divide the ter- 
ritory into four districts, each being 
in direct charge of a bureau of 
mines engineer. For the purpose of 
proper correlation of the work, espe- 
elally as to keeping its main pur- 
pose in view and providing service 
for particular mining camps which 
may be isolated or lie on the border 
between two districts, a supervising 
mining engineer will be in general 
charge of the four district engineers. 
Owing to lack of funds, one of the 
district engineers will for the pres- 
ent discharge the duty of supervision. 
The Bureau of Mines’ experiment 
station at Fairbanks will be con- 
tinued as a headquarters and clear- 
ing house for district engineers. 

DYER GETS ASSIGNMENT. 

District No. 1 has been assigned 
to Bert W. Dyer, who will also con- 
tinue to discharge his duties of Fed- 
eral mine inspector of Alaska. This 
district embraces the south coast, 
including the Matanuska, Kenai and 
Goying River coal fields, the Copper 
River basin and, for the present, th.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Legisia- 
tion by Congress to legalize 2.75 
per cent barley-malt beer was urged 
upon the joint Congressional com- 
mission investigating the troubles of 
the farmer, by R. A. Jones, repre- 
senting Minnesota Grain Dealers, and 
Charles Kenny, representing a Min- 
nesota farmer elevators association, 
as one of the ways in which the 
farmers of the Northwest, particu- 
larly those who grow barley and 
other coarse grains, may be rescued 
from their present financial straits. 
Mr. Jones declared that legalization 
of 2.75 per cent ley-malt beer 
would mean an addi to the yearly 
income of the Northwest farmers of 
about $300,000,000.

trouble is well worth taking. 
The delicate, satiny surface on & 


tained only by nt rubbing. 
There is no bottled furniture polish 
that can do the work alone; elbow 
“grease” is the best polish. 

To begin with, mahogany must be 
kept clean, I know of housewives 
who try te polish thelr mahogany 
when it is dirty! They would not 
start to polish a dirty floor, yet they 
do hot hesitate te do this with a rare 
old piece of furniture, Perhaps they 
do not realize that some of the dust- 
deposits adhere to their furniture— 
no matter how well or frequently 
piece te dusted—and that the furni- 
ture should be cleaned every two or 
three months as well as polished. 
I¢ your piece of mahogany has 


to do clean it again is to wipe it with 
a damp cloth and then rub it well 
with a clean flannel, taking care to 
rub with the grain of the wood. 
Then proceed to polish. 

If. however, your piece of ma- 
hogany hasn't been washed clean in 
many a day, then you must give it 
a more thorough cleansing, as fol- 
lows: Dip a soft, dry cloth into 
paraffine ofl and go over the wood 
with thie, making the surface quite 
wet: then go over the wood at once 
with a woolen cloth dipped in strong 
soap-suds and use a good deal of 
pressure as you wash the wood; wipe 
it quite dry before polishing. 

Now that we have cleansed the 


mahogany piece, we can think of 
polishing it. The figst step is to put 
1 pint of pafafine of] and % pint 
of turpentine into a bottle and shake 
well. Then go over the cleaned wood 
with a soft cloth wet with this mix- 
ture. Let it stahd on the mahogany 
a while before beginning to rub. 
Then take a dry, clean cloth of either 
cotton or linen and rub briskly— 
again with the grain of the wood. 
Keep the oll and turpentine polish 
corked in your bottle, and apply it, 
as I have just directed, whenever the 
furniture begine to look dull and 
faded. Don't be afraid of rubbing it 
too much with that dry cotton or 
linen cloth after applying this polish! 
Remember, it's rubbing that pro- 
duces the satiny lustre which says 
so plainly to the mah y con- 
noisseur: “I am well-kept ma- 
hogany.” If you can’t afford to give 
time to this rubbing, you really ought 
not to have mahogany furniture.

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PAID AGITATORS 
INSULT LEGION. 


Nettled by Strike Failure, 
They Balk at Naught. 
Premeditated Demonstration 
_ Proves a Boomerang. 
Producers’ Secretary Says the 
Walkout is a Failure. 


Paid union agitators who last 
week tried to create some interest 
over the strike of painters and car- 
penters in a number of the local 
motion-picture studios by denounc- 
ing and insulting the American Le- 
gion, openly boasted yesterday that 
they are going to “raise hell” with 
those members of their craft who 
report for work this morning. It 
is understood that they will make 
special efforts to start a reign of 
terror at the Lasky studios, on which 
the leaders, are concentrating . be- 
cause of the signal failure of their 
trouble-making there to date. 

The rehearsed program which 
was put over at the meeting of the 
LA.T.S.E., held in room 704 in 
the Labor Temple last Friday night, 
has not only enraged members of 
the American Legion, who have 
heard of it, but has also caused 
many of the union men who had 
‘been inclined to side with the strik- 
ers to line up definitely agains 
them. 

At that meeting, following radi- 


aryical talks by A. F. Bell, national 


organizer for the I1.A.T.S.E.; John 
8. Horn and A. B. Hassell, the men 
who were working and wished to 
keep their jobs, were denied the 
floor until the organizatiun’s -plan 
had been railroaded through and 
were then forced to witness an anti- 
Legion demonstration put on by a 
handful of men who were evident- 
ly placed there to do that particu- 
lar work.

The manner of his return to the 
tailor shop after his brief career of 
triumph in the social and economic 
worlds is an amazing and amusing 
coup in strategy.
